BEE GEE BUSINESSMEN 

I bet you never thought that you would see Barry or Maurice behind a desk. Well 
I have to tell you that they have joined the ranks of the nine-to-five office workers, and 
can be found most days in their own office in the basement of Brook Street. Of course, 
being Bee Gees, it isnot an ordinary office. Itis complete with piano and tape recorders, 
portable television, huge desks and super leather chairs. Lulu pops in most days to 
makejthejteatnieesccs' os. deena. 

The boys are working on several projects in their office, and the noises that come 
out from the hi-fi drown their neighbours. Barry is writing songs for Pat Arnold (P, P. 
Arnold), and will soon be making her new record with her, the first she has had since she 
joined the Robert Stigwood Organisation. Already Pat has made a little piece of history 
be being the first "outsider" to sing on a Bee Gee record. She sings the choruses in a 
fantastic gospel number called "Down By The River" that the boys are thinking of as their 
next single. 

Maurice is producing an album with Tintin -- Steve Kipner and Steve Groves -- who 
have their first single already out called "Only Ladies Play Croquet". The title was 
enough to set off a Croquet party in the grounds of Mr. Stigwood's house at Stanmore. 
It was more of a childrens' party really, with Punch and Judy, donkey rides, a baby bear 
toplay with, and boating onthe lake. Tintin are very good song writers themselves, and 
Steve Groves is a marvellous classical guitarist, who was offered a television series 
just before he left Australia. I am sure we wish them every success, and they couldn't 
have a better producer. 

Maurice has also been working in the studios with his brother-in-law, Billy Lawrie, 
Lu's brother. Watch out for that, andalsowatch out for Lu's next record, which Maurice 


is also producing. 


CUCUMBER CASTLE 

The main thing that the new businessmen are working on is the script of their own 
television show "Cucumber Castle". Barry and Maurice have been sitting in their office 
with the tape recorder running, tellingeach otherjokes, and keeping the best ones for the 
show. It would be a bit like 'Laugh-In", says Barry, But it will be set in Tudor times, 
with Bee Gee songs, and several surprise guest stars. The whole thing will be filmed 
in the grounds at Stanmore, and on the lake there, later this month. 

And because of Cucumber Castle, the boys have decided not to do the "Lord Kitch- 
ener's Little Drummer Boys" film, Barry was not too sure about it anyway. The "Cu- 
cumber Castle" filming will have to be finished by early August when the Bee Gees will 
be going to the United States for several major television shows. 

Two other projects on the horizon are a musical by Barry and Maurice, who will 
be writing the songs to a comedy script by Simpson and Galton, who wrote the Steptoe 
and Hancock shows, and the prospect of playing the leading roles in the film version of 
"Hair", which their manager, Robert Stigwood, is still negotiating. If it does happen, 
Barry wants you to know that he will not have to take his clothes off for the famous nude 
scene, although Maurice could well have to. 


TALK OF THE TOWN 

I don't have to tell you about the boys on their colour spectacular on BBC-2 on 
May 17th. Forthose of you without a BCC-2 8€t, we hope that it will be repeated on the 
other channel. If all of us write to the BBC, then maybe that will help them make up 
their minds. 

Robin was not able to do the show, 8° the boys! 21 year-old sister Lesley, stepped 
inatthelast minute to help out. She looked very pretty in a little gold dress, and there 
can't have been many people who saw it who knew that only a month earlier she had had 
twins! Shetoldme afterwards: "I was petrified, and when the stage came up I wanted to 
move but I couldn't, All those people watching, I almost burst into tears". 

Inthe audience was the man who gave the’ boys their first break in Australia, Bill 
Gates. And from the expression on his face you could tell he was proud of them -- and he 
hadevery rightto be, The songs they sang Were: New York Mining Disaster 1941; Kitty 
Can; With the Sunin My Eyes; Suddenly; To Love Somebody; Seven Seas Symphony; First 
of May; Morning of My Life: I've Gotta Get a Message to You; Spicks and Specks; Sun in 
My Morning; and World.
